London.—In spite of the obstinate 


conservatism of the average farmer 
much has been done to carry out Sir 
Oliver Lodge's plan of utilizing elec- 
tricity for re-enforcing the fertility of 
plants. 


Weighed as a business proposition, 


Sir Oliver Lodge's system has justified 
Itseif, and what was tentative and ex- 
perimental is now being taken up on- 
commercial lines as a practical auxil- 
iary of husbandry; 


Lionel Lodge, who has control of 


this department of Sir Oliver's work, 
has explained the development of the 
past year or two and the hopo -they 
afford of further progress. 


"Have you ever noticed what a re- 


markable Impulse Is given 
to 
the 


growth of crops by a thunderstorm?" 
asked Mr. Lodge. "That Is the effect 
of the strongly charged atmosphere, 
and our object is to supply a similar 
stimulus systema.Ucally. 


"The growth and development of 


plants In the Arctic regions compares 
favorably with that In southern coun- 
tries, and yet their summer Is very 
short, and the sun's rays have " to 
travel In such an oblique direction 
that much of their heating power is 
lost. 
Why Is It, therefore, that the 


plants flourish? The explanation lies 
in the strong electrical currents which 
are passing from the air to the earth, 
the effect of which can be seen in the 
Aurora Borealls. 


"The electric current can be gen- 


erated either by a small dynamo or 
from the nearest 
supply company's 


mains, and by means oC a transformer 
it is raised to the high pressure re- 
quired (about 100,000 volts). The cur- 
rent from the transformer is more or 
less alternating; that Is, it is not a 
steady, current in one direction, but 
oscillating first in one direction 'and 
then in the opposite. For convenience 
wV caii .the current in one direction 
positive, .In the other negative. It is 
the positive current that we discharge 


from the network of wires above the 
plants. 
Under special conditions—as 


where there Is an excess of natural 
electricity—it might be advisable to 
use the negative, but alternating cur- 
rent would be of no use. 


"To sort out the positive and nega- 


tive currents from the transformer, 
valves specially invented for the pur- 
pose by Sir Oliver are used. Working 
exactly like the valves in an ordinary 
pump, they allow the current to flow 
in one direction only, and prevent its 
getting back; they thus store the elec- 
tricity in the field network from which 
it '.fizzes' off to the plants below. 


"This field network consists of fine 


iron wire, the wires being spread about 
ten yards apart and 18 feet or so 
above the ground. The wires are so 
fine that it Is difficult to see them 
even when standing immediately be- 
low them. 


"The action that the electrical d.U- 


charge has on the plants, Sir Oliver 
suggests, may be considered as arti- 
ficial sunshine, and as in no way ta- 
king the place of fertilizer. The rich- 
er the soil the larger the increase 
that may be expected. 
With 
more 


plants, on average soil, the electrified 
area may be expected to yield 30 per 
cent, more than the non-electrified. If 
a higher increase than this Is obtained 
wo consider the results good and If 
lower poor. 
On rich soil very much 


larger percentages 
have 
been 
ob- 


tained. 
The power required is quite 


small, nnd many of the Installations nt 
present

Lead poisoning in cattle usually 
takes place during the remodeling of 
buildings, .painting of water tanks, 
fences etc., or even while painting 
houses, painters thoughtlessly scrape 
out the old paiut pots and dump it out 
into the barn yard where cattle have 
access to, the result being that within 
a short time one or more animals are 
noticed to have a loss of appetite, 
shortage of milk, a depressed look, 
and later excited condition. 
If permitted to run they are apt to 
go around in a circle, moan, press the 
head against fences or walls, indicat- 
ing that the brain is effected, grate 
their teeth and. act as if they were 
mad.While the treatmeti t for lead poison- 
ing is very unsatisfactory; it would be 
advisable "to keep lead and paints out 
of the reach of cattle, rather than _ to 
permit them to come in contact vrith 
it and expect to save cattle 
afflicted.

An 
ordinance 
relating 
to the 


licensing of 
transient 
merchants, 


traders and dealers in the cty of Grand 
Rapids, Wisconsin, under the pro- 
visions of Chapter 07 of the Wisconsin 
Statutes for the year 1898 as amended 
by Chapter 400 of the laws of 1005. 


The Common Council of the city 


of Grand Rapids, Wisconsin, do or- 
dain as follows: 


Section 1. No person shall engage 


iii or follow the business or occupa- 
tion of transient merchant, 'trader 
or dealer within the city of Grand 
Eapids. Wisconsin, without having 
first obtained in addition to tlio state 
license, a local license for that pur- 
pose as provided bf this ordinance. 


Section 2. 
Every person desiring 


to engage in or follow the business 
or occupation of a transient merch- 
ant, trader or dealer within the City 
of Grand Eapids, Wisconsin, before 
he shall be entitled to a local license 
authorizing him 
to carry on the 


business 
of a transient merchant, 


trader or dealer within the city of 
Grand Rapids and state of Wisconsin, 
shall present to the City Clerk of said 
city his state license and shall file 
his petition therefor witli the City 
Olerk in which he shell set forth the 
lenizth of time lie proposes to carry 
on the bnisnese of transient merchant, 
trader or dealer within the said city, 
and shall at the same time file with 
,he City Olerk the reseipt of the 
Oity Treasurer showing the payment 
of a local license fee for the full time 
'or which he makes application as 
tallows, to-wit: 


The sum of twenty-five ($25 00) 


dollars per day for each and every 
lay on which lie shall sell or offer 
for sale such goods, wares and mer- 
chandise as provided in Section 19 of 
Chapter 490, the laws of 1905. 


Section 8. 
Upon the payment of 


said fee and the presenting of the 
state license aforesaid, the said Oity 
31erk shall record the state license, 
indorse 
upon it, the words, "local 


icense fees paid," affix his official 
signature with the date of such en- 
dorsement and issue a license au- 
thorizing sales within the limits of 
>aid city of Grand Eapids, Wisconsin, 
•which ^iaid .licenses shall be signed 
jy said Clerk and countersigned by 
;he Mayor and every such license 
shall authorize the person receivins: 
the same to carry on the business of 
;ransient merchant, trader or dealer 
within the city of Grand Eapids, for 
the length of time set forth in said 
petition and license.

Section 4. 
Whenever the Mayor 


of said city shall believe any person 
to be a transient morchant, trader or 
dealer, who declares it to be his in- 
;ention to become a permanent mer- 
chant in said city, said officer may 
requi-re said person aa a condition of 
transacting 
business in said city 


without the payment of a license fee 
to said ci ty, to give a bond to said 
city to secure the payment of the said 
local license in the event that he 
fails to become a permanent 
mer- 


chant, IE a penal sum of five hn ndred 
($500.00) Dollars,.with sureties to be 
approved by the Oity Olerk, accord- 
ing to the provisions of Section 5, 
lhapter 490 the Laws of 1905. 


Section 5.' Any person violating 


the provisions of this ordinance shall 
be guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon 
conviction thereof shall.be punished 
by a fine, of not less than $35.00 nor 
more than $100". CO, or by imprison- 
ment in the county jail not less than 
thirty days'or more than sixty days 
or by both :such fine and imprison-

If the enlisted men 


should learn that their newly enlisted fellow 
was a former classmate and a friend of one 
of the officers they might think that It wan 
going to be a case of currying favor on tho 
one side or of showing favor on Iho other. 
The man who Is once a cadet and who enlists 
Is more careful If ho Is built right, and hn 
generally 
Is, to maintain a proper altitude 


toward the men who rank him. 


They tell a storj In Washlnglon of a young 


fellow who came of rich parentage, but who 
never had been at West Point, by the way, 
who enlisted In the army to get his commis- 
sion. He attempted to presume on Iho fact of 
his wealth nnd he not onlj got the officers 
down on him, but the men as well. 
His lot 


was not altogether a happy one. It can bo 
*ald, however, that cases llko that of this 
>oung man are few and far between. 
Tho 


man who Is willing to enlist In order to get 
his commission, general!} speaking. Is of goad 
stuff enough to make him willing to take 
things as they cotno nnd to take rather more 
than his share of the duties anil the hardships 
of the enlisted men with whom he Is thrown.

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and several other army friends knew of the enlistment nnd 
told tho enlisted ono prior to his application for admission 
lo tho service to utrlkii oul for a commission, and, above all 
things, not to let any of tho enlisted men, or any of Ihe ofH- 
CITH who did not know him, have knowledge of tho fact 
that ho had been at iho military academy, for otherwise thoy 
might think he expeclod favors.

According to the army orders, Axel T. 


Ilolm, a llrst-olass private of G company, sig- 
nal corps, and Edward A. Bagnall, of the 
same grade nnd command, organized a syndi- 
cate for the exploitation of the French evi- 
dence of friendship for America, which, fol- 
lowing the actual language of the order, oper- 
ated, as to Holm, after this fashion: 


"He, the eaid Holm, did designedly and 


fraudulently oblain money from certain vis- 
Hots lo the stalue of liberty, fees for the privi- 
lege of going up Into said statue, by know- 
ingly making false pretenses that such fees 
were necessary." 


And as to the enterprising Bagnall: 
"That he did knowingly assist In fraudu- 


lently obtaining money fiom visitors to the 
statue of Liberty by acting as a 'lookout' with 
the duty of actually giving warning to the 
man collecting the fees In case an officer wera 
approaching." 


All of this, according to the cUargci and 


specifications upon which conviction was made, 
and approval then passed, violated the sixty- 
second article of war. In the case of Holm thu 
department orders hla dishonorable discharge 


and his confinement for two years at 
Fort 


Loavenworth. Bagnall gets off with reduction 
to the grade of private, four months' confine- 
ment and the forfeiture of $13 a month. 
He

There are nearly half a million horses and 


motor vehicles of all kinds In Paris today, with 
20,000 hand carts and 9,000 wheelbarrows.

1909 65,870 accidents were caused In the Paris 
streets by 81,868 vehicles. These statistics are 
contained in a report drawn up by M. Emlle 
Massard at the request of the Paris municipal 
council on the tncumberment of the Paris 
streets. 
One of M. Mansard's calculations 


shows that the street traffic of Paris, if sta- 
tionary, would occupy 446 acres of the 2,079 
acres of streets which Parts possesseo. Last 
year 600,000,000 persons traveled by omnlbuse

tho vacancies in the commissioned ranks

The result ha* been that 


not only lias it been necessary to promote 
to the ronk of Kocond lieutenant, enlisted 
mon of the urmy who can pass the re- 
oulrod examination, but to appoint each 
year' to the service large 
numbers of 


civilians. 
Naturally enough tho war department 


offlclals feel that the commissioned 
offi- 


cers should bo men educated to the pro- 
fession of a soldier. There seems to bo 
a. pretty genera! feeling, one hard for 
tho authorities to account for by tne 
way that -jvory man Is born a soldier 
and that tho military profession is tb« 
only one for which no special training 
la required. 
Gen. Wlnfleld Scott, at tho 


close of the Mexican war, s!i!d that If it 
had not been for tho officers of his army 
who 
wero 
graduates of 
tho 
military 


academy the war would have been pro- 
longed for years. This praise of the In- 
stitution and tho men whom It turn* 
out was given by a man not a graduate, 
und who. therefore, could not be said to 
be prejudiced in favor of tho Institution. 


Tho course at West Point Is a par- 


ticularly hard ono and a good many ca- 
ilets are found deficient every year, gen- 
erally In only ono study. 
West Point, 


however, differs from all other schools 
of the world. Thorn they <lo not strike 
an average of studios, taking all 
the 


leasonn taught In a lump. 
For Instance, 


if a man Clauds at the head of his class 
In four studies, but is a little bit below 
tho proficient average In one study, tho 
authorities throw htm out, whereas in 
other HChools they would strike au aver- 
ago and give such a man a high stand- 
ing. 


Tho result of such a system as this 


Is that mon who nr«; qualltled for tlio 
Kprvlce In practically 
every way. 
but 


who may bo a Illtlo lame In frouch or 
a trifle off In geology or chemistry, are 
separated from tlto army to which they might . 
possibly bo a cruel It if un average of excellenco 
was amide by tho authorities. 


It in quite often the cane that men who do 


not graduate but who havo had several years' 
training at 
thu academy suoct-od In getting 


conmilsfilonH In thu scrvlci.-. 
Then) are no 


records to show that any man who spent two 
yenr» at \VVst Point failed to pass his exami- 
nation for a commission after lie had been 
successful In getting un appointment to tho 
urmy from civil llfo. 


Snmo of the buys who have been at West 


Point, but havo not graduated, enlisted In tho 
Unltud States army In order to get their com- 
mission from tho ranks. 
When a man does 


so enlist ho may bo sent as a private soldier 
to a company In which somo classrunto Is a 
lieutenant. 
Now It must be remembered that 


there Is a deep gulf botwocn oflicers and en- 
listed men In tho regular army, a gulf which 
It Is necessary to havo remain fixed, because 
familiarity of Intercourse between officers and 
enlisted men would lead to lax discipline. 
It 


Is not tho case, as some people seem to think, 
ot an officer being too proud to associate with 
"enlisted men. 
The officers of the army hold 


the enlisted mon In high esteem. They know 
that they arc tho backbone of the army and 
they know that on their loyalty, obedience 
and courago hangs success in war and the 
credit of tho army in peace. 
Every army in 


tho world has learned the lesson that there 
must be a lock of familiar Intercourse In a 
aoclnl way between the commissioned officers 
and the enlisted men. 


I 
When a young fellow 
who has been 
at 


West Point enlists ho la likely, as has been 
said, to got Into a command In which one of 
his classmates may bo an ofncer. 
Then It Is 


that n curious relatlou results. 
The enlisted 


man meets bis former classmate, whom 
he 


once called Bill or Jim and with whom ho 
possibly roomed as a cadet, and he must sim- 
ply salute him as any other enlisted man 
would, and pass without, a sign of "familiar 
recognition." 
Now this does not mean at all 


that Jim or BUI does not want to speak to his 
former classmate. 
It menus simply that the 


enlisted man wants to preserve his own stand- 
ing with his fellow soldiers and does not want 
to put his former classmate by and chance In 
tin embarrassing poslllon. 
If the enlisted men 


should lenrn that, their newly enlisted fellow 
-was a former classmate and a friend of one 
of tho officers they might think that it was 
going to be a case of currying favor on the 
one side or of showing favor on the other. 
The man who Is once a cadet and who enlists 
Is more careful It he Is built right, inul lie 
generally is. to maintain a proper attitude 
toward the men who rank him. 


They tell a etory In Washington of a young 


follow who came of rich parentage, but who 
never had been at West Point, by tho way, 
who enlisted in the army to get his commis- 
sion. 
Ho attempted to presume on the tact ot 


his wealth nnd uo not only got the officers 
down on him, but the men as well. 
His lot 


was not altogether a happy one. It can be 
said, however, that cases like that of this 
voung man are few ami far between. 
The 


man who Is willing to enlist in order to get 
his commission, generally speaking, is of good 
stuff enough to make him willing to take 
things as they come and to take rather more 
thno his share of the duties and the hardships 
of the enlisted men with whom he Is thrown.

time enough at

States Military academy to cover a consider- 
able part of the course, was compelled by the 
government to sever his connection with the 
school ho had hoped would prove to him a 
fostering, mother until the end.

that of the recruit. 


"D company," answered the queried one. 


and that's where lie made tlie mistake of his 
life. 


That apparently simple answer proved con- 


clusively to the sergeant's mind that he had 
an ex-regular before him, for all the national 
guardsmen would have answered "Company 
D" Instead of "D company." The regular who 
would speak of his command as "Company D" 
would be considered deserving of the guard- 
house for'a month, for to put the letter after 
the company save when it is written is to the 
army man the height of things unmllitary.

"I understand," 
he said, "that this is your first enlistment; 
that you have never been a national guard; 
that you have never been a marine and that 
you never attended a' private military, school." 


The recruit acquiesced with a respectful 


"Yes, sir." 


"About face." 
The recruit made an about face, and then 


at a repetition of the command, again faced 
the captain, who was grinning. 


"Go to your quarters," said the command- 


ing officer. 


The recruit went and In ten minutes the 


top sergeant was there, saying: "You can't 
fool the old mari. You've been made a lance 
corporal and you go on guard as corporal of 
the third relief tomorrow morning." 


There are a good many officers 
In the 


United States army today who served for a 


while at the military academy as 
cadets, but who were compelled to 
stay five years at the academy in 
order to get their commissions, hav- 
ing been "turned back" into tha 
class next below them either for 
deficiency In studies or for breaches 
of discipline. If General Sheridan 
had not been given another chance 
after he had engaged In a little

breach of discipline while he was 
a cadet the wonder Is who would 
have been the right-hand cavalry

leader of Grant during 
the Civil 


war. 


A few months ago Gen. Hamilton S. Haw- 


tins died 
He entered the military academy 


some Ume prior to the opening of the Civil 
war but the authorities did not allow him to 
graduate. 
Hawkins was not discouraged by 


the failure and as soon as the Civil war broke 
out he offered his services to bis country and 
was given a commission. He staid in the reg- 
ular army until the time of his death and so 
strong was his love ot the military academy 
that before his death he asked that he might 
be burled in the cadet cemetery- It was Haw- 
kins1 custom each year when he could get 
away from bis command to visit the school 
where he had spent three years of his boy- 
hood 
He had just as strong a love for .the 


institution as did any graduate in the army. 


Recently there has been a disposition on 


the part o£ the graduates of the military acad- 
emy to give more consideration to the men 
who spent some time at the school, but who 
did not graduate. 
One class organization in- 


cludes in its membership all the cadets who at 
any t.lm'e were members of the class, and no 
distinction Is made between graduate and non- 
graduate, even the offices of the organization 
being open to men who did not complete the 
course. 
. 
Otheil class organizations .are said to be 


preparing to follow the example of that of the 
members of 1884 and If the custom of taking 
into full brotherhood the non-graduates be- 
comes general the bellel is that good 
will 


come 
to the 
academy, and the country.
